Coiimilmaii I.iungstoii was seen 
liHlay relalive to Ins reipiesl made in 
the council last hight for the ap- 
pointment of a coinmittce to invesli- 
gale tlie \alidityof the 8100.000 city 
lionds owned by the Chicago, St. 
l.'Miis and Paducah railroad. 

He ataled that he had already in- 
vestigated tbe matter ihoroughlv,and 
bad discovered the iasne was illegal, 
as the vote atithorl/.ing the issuance 
"•.IS contrary to law. bonds f .r two 
ruilrca'ls l.emg \oted on the .same 
day. 

The Kentiii ky staiiiles expressly 
forbid that city slocks, bonds, etc.. 
for any two railroads, or any thing 
else, shall be voted the aame dar. 
This would render the hMoe null and 
void, apparently. 

Tbe fl y has 1100.000 in stoi k in 
the road, and jiays -I 'j per cent, per 
annum on the Immi l>. Sim e l>^s7, 
when the bonds were is-ned, iilioiil 
t35,000 has been paid out of the 
eily treasury. If the council dec idi- 
tlial the lionds were not legally issued 
this will exero|it the city i.ot 
only from the further payment 
of intereat, btt the piincipil aa well 
and will aave •4,A00 unnally. The 
stoofclaaot worth fltty oMta oathe 
iolhir. 

I have rxi laim d the matter lo 
several,'' said Mr. Livingston, "and 
only «me said aiiMli'iii; uboiil 
being re'jiudialion. I say it 
lot repudia ion any more 
ban where a bsnk discounts 
a note with Livlugston A Co. 'a tig- 
oaturo and when it is preaaated tu 
me I aay It ia a forgery.
